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group was undertaken at the Dallas Auditorium on the arrival of 
AOXAZ STSVBMOB in Dallas. Be said in furtherance of this protsst 
he rented an -ancle las* red and white striped suit and donned a 
long white beard and attempted to eater the auditorium to effect 
the protest. Be advised, however, neither he nor any other member 
of his group was allowed to enter the building any further than the 
lobby* therefore, they ooadooted their proteat in that area of the 
bolldlag. Be advised be recalled there were several other groups 
carrying signs, which.be believed to be from a group led by general 
BPW P i a. aauant and a group freai the John Birch Society. Be advised, 
however, there was no violence conducted by any of his gro up and the 
individual responsible for the spatting assault on STSVBVSOV was not 
known to hla and was not a ns after of hla group. 



. s ft ye e e stated the next protest picketing which he and his 
gro u p organised was to be conducted at the Trade Mart on the arrival 
of Proeidont KBMHBDY. who woo scheduled to speak at that location 
daring's luncheon engagenent on Bomber 22. 1963. He stated that 
he. BOY and RAYMOBD JOXBKK, and two other aeabers of hie group node 
severs 1 placard eigne to carry depleting the following statements i

All of the above signs carried the designation on the 
back "Indignant White Citiaena Council." He advised he and his 
group arrived et the Trade Wrt Building at about Ili30 AM. November 
22. 1963; and took up a position on the north side of the Btemmoms 
Bxpressway 'service road in front of the Trade Mart. He advised 
they each carried a sign and eaah had a large piece of adhesive tape 
stuck over their mouths to abide by a recent City Ordinance. Ho. 1003. 
which had baen passed a day or so following the BTBVBHBOW rally. 

Thin ordinance node it a misdemeanor to make any statement* verbally 
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•ltd In an span manna r against an you* while conducting a protest 
rally; therefore, tha adhesive tape was an effort to abide by tha 
law. 



JOINER a tat ad that at about 11>45 AM that morning ha and 
hla group croaoad to tha south side of tha Stenaaons service road, 
but wars told by a pollca offlcar In that eras to raturn to their J{ 

original position on tha north side* which thay did. Ha stated 
they remained in that position until about 12 i 35 PM, when tha 
KENNEDY motorcade sped by their position at a high rata of spaed. 

He stated thay ware not aware what had taken place at that time 
and lb was not until a few moments later whan a bystander announced 
that President KENNEDY had bean shot, or shot at, that they learned 
anything was wrong. Ha advised that moments later police officers 
took him and his group into custody and subsequently charged them 
at tha police station with "investigation of Conspiracy to Murder 
tha President." He stated this charge was later changed to "Tres- 
passing" and, after remaining in tha County Jail in Dallas from 
that time until Monday afternoon, they were released upon paying 
a 915.00 fine each for "Trespassing." 

JOINER advised that never at any time in the course of his 
activities with the IWCC has he ever made any statements or taken 
any action against the President of a violent nature. JOINER am* 
poetically denied discussing or planning to discuss the matter of 
the assassination of President KENNEDY with ROY JOINER, his nephew, 
or anyone else. JOINER explained that, although he definitely dis- 
agreed with the integration policies, as voiced by President KENNEDY 
and others, he held the highest regard and esteem for the office and 
felt that only his picketing might result In bringing to the attention 
of individuals in public office who advocated integration his feelings 
about the natter. 

JOINER further stated that never at any tins has he received 
a -letter from a woman or anyone else discussing the assassination of 
President KENNEDY, either prior to or subsequent to the assassina- 
tion. JOINER explained that prior to the assassination of President 
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K MWP Y on November 22, 1963, ha had racalvad many hundred* of 
letter* from individuals who ww lynpithitic to hi b cbum and 
to h&s thinking, many of whoa sent contributions to aid in hia 
travel expenses in connection with these protest marches. He 
advised, however, that none of these letters, to the best of his 
recollection, contained anything relating to KBMOTDY, or to vlo-. 
lence of any fora against XZNNKDY or anyone else. JOZNSR recalled, 
however, that he did receive one letter about one week following the 
assassination from the Aswrlcan Civil Liberties union (ACLU) in New 
York City or Washington, D. c., to the effect that they had read of 
***• ■ rr est of himself and his group on November 22, 1963, and the 
subsequent detainment for a three-day period and offered the servfees 
* n ACUJ attorney if they desired to be represented in court. 
JOIHRR explained he has since filed a lawsuit against the Police 
Department and the individual officers involved for false arrest. 

He stated, however, he did not answer the latter because he had - 
heard of possible coamunist infiltration of the ACLU, and did not 
desire to be represented by an organisation of that type. JOINER 
advised that all other letters received by him have been congratula- 
tory letters on their cause against integration.
